A brief sp ecial y esterday announced 
a fatal accident to the fa-t mall train 
on the C. n X. W. near Boone, Iowa, 
at five o'clock Tuesday morning. 
The

The train, consi.-ting of four mail 
and two exp ress cars, was deraiiec and 
thrown into a ditch not far from the 
famous ‘ Kate Shelly ” curve. 
The 
cause of the derailment is unknown. 
Tne ears in the rear oassed over the 
locomotive, strip p ing it clean and re 
ducing it and four of the cars to a great 
mas.- of t-p linters and twisted iron, in- 
>tantly killing the engineer, fireman 
and a p ostal clerk. Two others died 
while being removed from the wreck. 
Six men were more or less seriously 
injured, and some of them it is feared 
will die. 
Among the injured are two 
p ostal clerks from Dixon—F. K. Ack- 
ert, son of Mrs. Ackert of Fast Boy d 
street, and C. C. Uoorici, who is a step - 
8 )n of Wm. Jacobus of Rl'' Monroe 
avenue. 
He is but slightly hurt, and 
although Ackert has an arm broken 
and is badly bruised about the head 
and body , he is doing well in tho hos­ 
p ital where he is tenderly cared for.
